GOOD CITIZEN OF 
BEACH PASSES AWAY 


LAGUNA BEACH, May I—The little 
town of Laguna Beach is saddened by 
the death Monday morning of L. N. 
Brooks, its oldest continuous resident.

to pass, the last being the new road 
now under construction.

organized Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints, in which faith he 
lived and died. 
Nearly fifty years of his life he lived 
singly, then in the year 1900 he was 
married to Mrs. Kittie Skidmore, who 
survives him. He also leaves to mourn 
his loss four step-children, Mrs. Oscar 
Farman of Los Angeles, Joe, Guy and 
Anita Skidmore of Laguna 
Beach, 
one brother, W. II. Brooks of Laguna 
Beach, two sisters, Mrs. M. S. John­ 
son of Laguna Beach, and Mrs. Bruce 
Wardlow of Talbert, also many other 
relatives and friends throughout the, 
county, who will long remember him 
as a man of kindly deeds 
and 
pur- j 
poses. 
Deceased was 61 years, 4 months! 
and 21 days old at the time of death.] 
The funeral was held at Smith's' 
undertaking parlors, Wednesday, April] 
29, 1914.

Articles of in corporation of the Valley Pipe Lin e 
Compan y with a capital of $10,000,000, the shares in 
which are of the par v alu e of $10 each, hav e been 
tiled in San Fran cisco. 
This compan y is in reality 
the Du tch-Shell combin e an d the in ten tion is to con ­ 
stru ct, in fact, work has already beg u n , a pipe lin e 
to ru n from the Kern Riv er fields to San Fran cisco 
Ilay cities. 
The fact that these in terests hav e in ­ 
corporated a pipe lin e compan y in the State has 
arou sed con siderable in terest, particu larly in San 
Fran cisco, an d there are man y con jectu res as to why 
this cou rse was pu rsu ed. Commen tin g on the matter, 
the San Fran cisco Chron icle has this to say : 
“The an swer is probably fou n d in the fact that the 
State Railroad Commission has assu med ju risdiction 
ov er pipe lin e compan ies on the g rou n d that they are 
common carriers an d au thority mu st be obtain ed for 
the issu an ce of pipe lin e secu rities. 
In the case of 
the Stan dard Oil Compan y of Californ ia, there is bu t 
on e corporation for all the properties oil lan ds, 
wells, pipe lin es, storag e, refin eries, tan k v essels, 
etc. 
It is probable that the in v estmen t of this com­ 
pan y in its pipe lin es does n ot ex ceed 10 per cen t 
of the total. Nev ertheless, when the Stan dard wishes 
to issu e stock for an y pu rpose whatev er, it mu st seek 
au thority from the commission an d then proceed to 
issu e the shares in the precise man n er ordered by 
tin 1 commission . 
Thu s, u n der its rig ht to reg u late 


1 he pipe lin e bu sin ess, the commission fin ds itself in 
con trol of the en tire fiscal bu sin ess of the corpora­ 
tion , so far as it desires to ex ercise this con trol. 
In org an izin g the Valley Pipe Lin e Compan y for 
the ex clu siv e bu sin ess of bu ildin g an d operatin g pipe 
lin es, the Du tch-Shell combin e prev en ts the commis­ 
sion fron t ex ercisin g ju risdiction ov er an y part of 
its fiscal bu sin ess ex cept that pertain in g to its pipe 
lin e operation s. 
Of all the properties own ed or con ­ 
trolled by the combin e, on ly two small on es—the 
W. K. an d the Tu rn er 
were Californ ia corporation s. 
The larg est produ cin g property 
the Californ ia Oil­ 
fields Compan y , Limited -was a British corporation , 
of cou rse, all the paren t compan ies are foreig n cor­ 
poration s. 
"Tire au thority of the commission ov er fiscal mat­ 
ters mig ht hav e been altog ether ev aded by formin g 
a Rritisli corporation t<> bu ild the combin e’s pipe 
lin e, bu t the ex perien ce of sev eral corporation s that 
tried to ev ade the commission 's au thority in fin an cial 
matters has been particu larly u n fortu n ate when phy s­ 
ical Qu estion s arose, as they are certain to soon er 
or later. 
In v iew of all the circu mstan ces, the opin ­ 
ion prev ails that the combin e chose a happy policy , 
for it fran kly recog n izes the au thority of the com­ 
mission where ju risdiction has been assu red, an d 
prev en ts in terferen ce where it was in ten ded n o au ­ 
thority shou ld he ex ercised. 
It is n ot likely that an y 
of the stock of the Valley Pipe Lin e Compan y will 
reach the g en eral market. 
On ce au thority lias been 
obtain ed to issu e the stock, it will probably be sold 
to on e of the paren t compan ies an d held as an in ­ 
v estmen t.” 
The directors of the compan y are W. Meischke, 
Lon don , En g lan d; John Lawson , J. C. Van eck, H. R. 
Callag her, Su n Fran cisco; Balfou r D. Adamson of 
Piedmon t. 
“The con stru ction of this lin e by the foreig n com­ 
bin e will add a fou rth u n it to the oil tran sportation 
facilities from the fields to the refin in g an d shippin g 
cen ter on San Fran cisco Bay ,” con tin u es the Chron ­ 
icle. 
“Sev eral times du rin g the past y ear reports 
were cu rren t that the combin e was abou t to com­ 
men ce the con stru ction of the lin e, bu t the reports 
were alway s den ied. 
The in corporation of the n ew 
compan y , howev er, clears u p whatev er dou bts may 
hav e ex isted as to the in ten tion s of the combin e. 
The lin e will be a ten -in ch affair, with a capacity 
of 30,000 barrels a day . an d it will parallel the lin e 
of the Associated Oil Compan y . 
The termin al will 
be situ ated somewhere n ear Port Costa, bu t its 
ex act location was n ot g iv en ou t by the in corporators 
of the n ew compan y . 
No in formation is obtain able 
at this time as to whether a refin ery will be erected 
in con n ection with the n ew lin e, bu t the belief is 
g en eral in oil circles that the foreig n sy n dicate is 
preparin g to ex ten d its activ ities in the State to the 
refin in g bran ch of the in du stry .

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A Potpouri of News and Views 


From the Los Angeles Fill ancial News 


To Build New Pipe Line 
Articles of incorporation of the Valley Pipe Line 
Company with a capital of $10,000,000, the shares in 
which are of the par value of $10 each, have been 
filed in San Francisco. 
This company is in reality 
the Dutch-Shell combine and the intention is to con­ 
struct, in fact, work has already begun, a pipe line 
to run from the Kern River fields to San Francisco 
Day cities. 
The fact th a t these interests have in­ 
corporated a pipe line company in the State has 
aroused considerable interest, particularly in San 
Francisco, and there are many conjectures as to why 
this course was pursued. Commenting on the matter, 
the Sari Francisco Chronicle has this to say: 
"The answer is probably found in tho fact that tho 
State Railroad Commission has assumed jurisdiction 
over pipe line companies on the ground that they are 
common carriers and authority must bo obtained for 
the issuance of pipe line securities. 
In the case of 
the Standard Oil Company of California, there is but 
one corporation for all the properties—oil lands, 
wells, pipe lines, storage, refineries, tank vessels, 
etc. 
It is probable that the investment of this com­ 
pany in its pipe lines dot's not exceed IO per cent 
of the total. Nevertheless, when the Standard wishes 
to issue stock for a n y purpose whatever, ii must seek 
authority from the commission and then proceed to 
issue the shares in the precise manner ordered by 
Hit' commission. 
Thus, under its right to regulate 
the pipe line business, the commission finds itself in 
control of the entire fiscal business of the corpora­ 
tion, so far as it desires to exercise this control. 
In organizing the Valley Pipe Line Company for 
the exclusive business of building and operating pipe 
lines, the Dutch-Shell combine prevents the commis­ 
sion from exercising jurisdiction over any part of 
its fiscal business except that pertaining to its pipe 
line operations. 
Of all the properties owned or con­ 
trolled by the combine, only two small ones—the 
W. K. and the Turner 
were California corporations. 
Tin* largest producing property 
the California Oil­ 
fields Company, Limited—was a British corporation. 
Of course, all the parent companies are foreign cor­ 
porations. 
“The authority of the commission over fiscal m at­ 
ters might have been altogether evaded by forming 
a British corporation to build the combine’s pipe 
line, but the experience of several corporations that 
tried to evade the commission's authority in financial 
m atters has been particularly unfortunate when phys­ 
ical questions arose, as they are certain to sooner 
or later. 
In view of all the circumstances, the opin­ 
ion prevails that the combine chose a happy policy, 
for it frankly recognizes the authority of the com­ 
mission where jurisdiction has been assured, and 
lire vents interference where it was intended no au­ 
thority should be exercised. 
It is not likely that any 
of the stock of the Valley Pipe Line Company will 
reach the general market. 
Once authority has been 
obtained to issue the stock, it will probably be sold 
to one of the parent companies and held as an in­ 
vestment." 
The directors of the company are W. Meischke, 
London, England; John Lawson, J, C. Vaneck, H. R. 
Callagher, Sun Francisco; Balfour 1). Adamson of 
Piedmont. 
“The construction of this line by the foreign com­ 
bine will add a fourth unit to the oil transportation 
facilities from the fields to the refining and shipping 
center on San Francisco Bay,” continues the Chron­ 
icle. 
“Several times during the past year reports 
were current that the combine was about to com­ 
mence the construction of the line, but the reports 
were always denied. 
The incorporation of the new 
company, however, clears up whatever doubts may 
have existed as to the intentions of the combine. 
The line will be a ten-inch affair, with a capacity 
of 30,000 barrels a day. and it will- parallel the line 
of the Associated ('iii Company. 
The terminal will 
he situated somewhere near Port Costa, hut its 
exact location was not given out by the incorporators 
of the new company. 
No information is obtainable 
at this time as to whether a refinery will be erected 
in connection with the new line, but the belief is 
general in oil circles that the foreign syndicate is 
preparing to extend its activities in the State to the 
refining branch of the industry, 
in this event, tile 
logical site for a refinery would be at the tidewater 
end of the line. 
Although the San Francisco repre­ 
sentatives of the syndicate would not discuss the 
subject, reports to the effect that an important move 
in connection with the construction of the line was 
aboil to be made were current in the financial dis­ 
trict for a week or more before the articles of in­ 
corporation were filed at Sacramento."

Equipment of Our Industries 


“In view of the limited supply of new capital, it 
is well to call attention to the exceptionally well­ 
equipped state of our leading industries,” says the 
Wall Street Journal. 
“Probably never was the equip­ 
ment of our farms, mines, factories, workshops, rail­ 
roads, power plants and steamship lines, taken to­ 
gether, in so high a state of efficiency,” continues 
the Journal. 
"The less new equipment and productive facilities 
demand, the greater is the surplus of earnings to 
add to savings and working capital. 
Since the ad­ 
vent of cheap steel almost every industry has been 
re-equipped with steel and iron appliances, the new 
capital required to keep our industrial machinery 
in first class condition should diminish considerably, 
at least relatively to the volume of business done. 
How well these industries have been equipped is 
suggested by the slower rate of increase during the 
past few years in our per capita consumption of iron 
and steel:

"Comparing 11)12 and 1913 with 
avoiding years iii which consumption was below nor­ 
mal, it is noticeable that our per capita consumption 
of the products of pig iron increased only 4 per cent, 
whereas from 1900 tu 1906 (lie gain was 65 per cent, 
from 1895 to 1900, 28 per cent, and from 1880 to 1895 
it. was 51 per cent. 
The slower rate of growth in 
consumption per individual doubtless represents the 
appioximale completion of the re-equipment of our 
industries. 
We have substituted steel vessels for 
wood, rebuilt our bridges of steel; replaced office 
buildings and factories made of wood, brick or stone 
with steel frame structures, and substituted m a­ 
chinery made of Iron and steel for almost every con­ 
ceivable device operated by hand. 
'I lie farmer has 
discarded rail and board fences for wire; the man­ 
ufacturer produces his goods with steel machinery 
housed in a steel building; and tho railroad carries 
those goods to market in a steel or steel under­ 
frame car. 
“Steel, when ‘consumed’ largely, rem ains in serv­ 
ice, not disappearing like wheat or corn; and there­ 
fore the more nearly complete and perfect the re­ 
equipment of our industries becomes, the more per­ 
ceptible is the tendency for per capita ‘consumption’ 
of iron and steel to increase only at a diminishing 
rate. 
With the world’s supply of new capital so 
small, even in these times of easy money, it is for­ 
tunate that the relative perfection of our rebuilt 
industrial machinery helps us to regulate the de­ 
mand.”

328 in 1912, as compared with 160,028 in 1902, or un 
increase of 249 per cent; tho horsepower of tho 
water wheels having increased from 11,218 in 1902 
lo 130,261 In 1912, or 1061 per cent.
